“The new immigration law if it 
passes, will require foreigners coming 
to live in this country to read and write 
as a test five linee of the United States 
constitution. 
There are certain five 
lines which eminent Spanish American 
lawyers ought to read. 
S<»etiou 8, after 
enumerating in 17 clauses the powers of 
congress, adds another as follows: 
18. To make all laws which shall be 
necessary and proper for carrying into ex­ 
ecution the foregoing powers, and all 
other powers vested by this constitution 
in the government of the United States or 
in any department or officer thereof.

The president may command the 
army and navy. 
Ye«, but congress by 
law may give bim specific directions 
what to do with them, to use them in 
any particular direction, or not to use 
them at all. 
He may grant pardons. 
Yes, this i* an exclusive and uncontroll­ 
able power, bat congress may by law 
open all prisondoors and let the crim­ 
inals go free. 
He may make treaties, 
with the consent of the senate, and they 
become law. 
Here is the only power to 
make law not vested in congress. 
He 
may appoint officers. Yes, but congress 
may create and abolish the office« and 
regulate the power of appointment by 
civil service rules; he is to commission 
all officers, but he can commission only 
those who are appointed in pursuance of 
law. 
He is to receive the foreign min­ 
isters. 
Yes, bat only ministers from 
countries which congress chooses to 
nave rvcognmu. 
It two governments 
are striving for control or a country, 
congress may by law decide which gov­ 
ernment the United States will recog­ 
nise, and thepmudent is bound to obey 
the law and receive a minister from 
that govern meat and refuse to receive a 
minister from the other. 
The idea that the president has the 
•ole prerogative of deciding what for­ 
eign governments shall be recognised 
by the United State« has no fonndation 
whatever in auv words to be seen in the 
constitution 
The fa* t that the presi­ 
dent nat* recognized new governments 
without congressional expression, when 
congress and the people have approved 
his action, is no proof whatever that 
when they disagree with him they can­ 
not control him by law. 
He ia their 
agent, and when he does what they 
ML 
want him to do, no law is need* 
When he threatens to conduct himself 
otherwise, whether by sc ion or non­ 
set un. the whole subject may be con­ 
trolled by a law passed over a veto, un­ 
der the ample powers in congress grant­ 
ed by sectiou b of article 1 of the consti­ 
tution, which are not restricted nor 
limited in thi- respect by any clause* in 
the con.stitut.on. 
There is no escape 
for the advocates of monarchial govern- 
meut in Washington from the provis­ 
ion* of clause 18, section 8, article i.

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OUR BANKING SYSTEM. 


The history of banking in this coun 


try shows the necessity, for sound bank 


ing under modern condition*, of the 


follwoing 
requisites: 
Consolidation, 


practical or legal, of banking institu 


lion*; government regulation and sup­ 


ervision, and uniformity of regulation. 


These qualifications our national bank­ 


ing system has, and it would be unwise 


to nullify their power by giving state 


balk« greater opportunity for growth. 


The tax on state bank issues ought not 
to be repealed. 


But there are serious defects in the 


national bank system. 
In 
the first 


place, it does not afford adequate bank­ 


ing facilities in agricultural communi­ 


ties. 
To remedy theis defect the fol 


lowing reforms are advocated: 


1. 
Proyision for the establishment 


of branch banks. 
A small country 


village which could 
not put up the 


capital necessary to operate a separate 


bank might easily sustain a branch of 


a large city bank. 
A separate bank 


with smaller capital than now permit­ 


ted would not be nearly so effee tive as 


a branch bank, for it would require a 


full equipment of officers and more 


capital than would be required for the 


branch. 
Tho branch would have the 


advantage, also, of actual identity of 
interest* with the parent bank.

Introduction of the Scotch "cash 


credit’ system or some similar safe plan 


to render borr owing easy to persons c/ 


small credit. 
TnU would greatly in­ 


crease the mefu’neu of the system iu 


the more backward sections ef the coun­ 
try.

Either the abolition of the bond 


•ecurity system of issue* or the exten­ 


sion of the limit to, say 125 per cent.

Th« Tide Is Turning Against the Wom­ 
en’s “Enlarged Privileges” Movement. 
In The Ladies’ Home Journal Edward 
W. Bok editorially discusses Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe’s recent utteranoes in regard 
to existing social conditions, or, more 
definitely stated, to the effect* upon so­ 
ciety of woman’s exercise of “enlarged 
privileges.” Mrs. Howe concedes that 
the manners of polite society today are 
not so polite as they were in her youth, 
that young women are losing in tone 
and culture and dignity, and young men 
in esteem and deference for women, with 
the result of a general cheap and easy 
standard of nanners. Notwithstanding 
this damage to society Mrs. Howe be 
lieves that superior external benefits 
have accrued; that women are leading 
nobler and better lives and filling larger 
places. Mr. Bok assents to Mrs. Howe’s 
first proposition, but radically dissents 
from her conclusions. “ The fact is, ’’ he 
•ays, “ that women of every mind are on 
all sides beginning to reckon the cost of 
this ‘movement’ foi the extension of 
tneir privileges.: Even those who were 
strong adherents in the ‘faith’ at the 
beginning are showing signs of an abate­ 
ment of enthusiasm. 
It is not alone ia 
the circles of fashion that the poisonous 
( arrows of woman’s ‘enlarged sphere’ 
have entered, but in every grade and 
walk of our social life. And in each in­ 
stance absolute damage has been dene. 
“ Wo need not go so far as to say that 
as men and women we arc deteriorating, 
or that the social structure is in any 
danger of collapse. 
It is not so bad as 
that. But it is bad enough. New ideas 
have been interjected into our lives and 
they have brought forth new conditions. 
A new sense of self reliance has been im­ 
bibed by women. And what is the re­ 
sult? Men have tacitly inferred that wo­ 
men scorn the sort of consideration 
which at one time they felt was their 
tribute to womanhood. Naturally polite­ 
ness has become lax, the grace of home 
is often forgotten. 
Happily, however, 
a quiet revulsion of feeling on this ques 
tion of the sexes has slowly become no­ 
ticeable, and the opinion ia general that 
there has come a distinct turn in the 
tida

return to that halcyon condition of 
things when the surpassing charm of 
civilization was the deference paid l-y 
men to women. 
Then the woman was 
the superior of the man. 
For a time 
now she has descended to be his equal.

minds of clear thinking men she has 
always been there.”

ing under modern conditions, of the 
follwoing 
requisites: 
Consolidation, 
practical or legal, of banking institu 


tions; government regulation and sup­ 
ervision, and uniformity of regulation. 


These qualifications our national bank­ 
ing system has, and it would be unwise 
to nullify their power by giving state 


banks greater opportunity for growth, 
The tax on state bank issues ought not 
to be repealed. 


But there are serious defects in the 
national bank system.

place, it does not afford adequate bank­ 
ing facilities in agricultural communi 


ties. 
To remedy theis defect the fol 


lowing reforms are advocated: 


I. 
Provision for the establishm ent 
of branch banks.

bank m ight easily sustain a branch of 


a large city bank.
